Tony Vaccarello (Sr. — Ben.) was 
elected Senate President, defeat- 
ing Frank Hubeny (Jr. — Aqu.), 
Jerry Lyk (Sr. — Shr.), and Mike 
Miller (Jr. — Nol.), 

Concerning the Student Life 
Committee, the Senate formed a 
committee to formulate a proposal

A heated debate ensued between 
senators 'arid Dr. Lyle Sleeman, 
SA advisor and Student Life Com- 
mittee member. Student argu- 
ments revolved around students 
having a greater control over their 
life on this campus. Sleeman coun- 
tered that students have this now 
with three members on the com- 
mittee. 

The motion to re-submit this 
proposal to the Student Life Com- 
mittee passed the Senate by a 
vote of 18-15. * . 

Regarding drug penalties, Ray 
McKenna (Sr. — Drex.) withdrew 
a motion made twp weeks ago and 
proposed that a committee be es- 
tablished that would clarify how 
the student body feels about the 
drug situation. 

According to McKenna, “the 
purpose of this committee would 
be to determine the attitude of the 


students regarding the penalties 
that should be given a student by 
the administration for possession 
of drugs on campus.” He says he 
wants to know what punishment 
the school will give, in addition to 
state punishment. 

In other Senate business, a mo-, 
tion was made by Hubeny to give 
the Senate power jffj^jaal approval 
of administrative procedures re- 
garding student life before going 
into effect. In this way, the Sen- 
ate would have final power over 
administrative procedures as they 
are recommended by the Student 
Life Committee.

This motion was tabled due to 
the absence of Fr. Emil Labbe, 
vice-president for student affairs, 
who is the only administrator on 
the Student Life Committee. Ac-

Senior class 
officers Tom Scheller and Dan 
lies' Will not be on the panel “be- 
cause our dates are among the 
finalists,” says Scheller. 
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The Communications" and Theatre Arts department lists 
in this year’s College Catalogue a course entitled Radio Lab- 
oratory and described as “applied practice in radio,” and a- 
course in Basic Radio and Television Theory, described as 
offering students the - “opportunity. . .to work for credit on 
radio station WOWI.” 

If c'ourses like* these are going to be offered (and they 
should be), the college should take a more positive stance 
towards the campus radio station WOWI. Why does the radio 
station have to depenjd on gifts and donations from the Par- 
ents Club for needed funds? 

WOWI should have its own account within the college 
budget, so that it could more effectively educate students in 
this major area of concern of a department that calls itself 
Communications and Theatre Arts. 

At present students are finding it difficult to maintain at 
least a semi-professional radio station with only enough 
money, taken in from advertisements, to pay for week-to-week 
operational expenses. If the Communications and Theatre 
Arts department plans to grow at all, it should take any 
measures necessary so that WOWI gets sufficient money to 
replace old and worn equipment and to grow. 

The Calculated Risk Plan specified that the college 
should concentrate its money on improving academics here, 
even if they have to go further into debt. When is the college 
going to begin spending money for the education of students 
in the Communications and Theatre Arts department? 
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Saint Joseph’s administrators have shown a surprising 
willingness this year to communicate and cooperate with 
students. 

Fr. Wellman, vice-president for financial affairs, held a 
question-and-ariswer session with Drexel students Tuesday 
night at the request of the resident assistants there. By being 
open and by giving frank answers, Wellman left his audience 
with a favorable impression. * 

Likewise Dean Hughes has responded to the need for 
improved student- administration communication. His positive 
outlook and apparent concern for the welfare of the students, 
especially in the area of drug abuse, is an encouraging sign, 
despite the fact that some students question his sincerity. 

Again this year, Fr. Labbe has shown that he will work 
for the students and will grant more and more privileges as 
long as the students continue to handle them responsibly. 
Recent examples of this are the extension of mixed visiting 
hours and the liberalizing of parking regulations. 

So far the administrators have made a fine showing, but 
some have not yet been represented. Dr. Gatto, vice-president 
for academic affairs, and Fr. Joyce, vice-president for public 
relations and development, might do well to follow the ex- 
ample of their fellow administrators. Diplomacy would sug- 
gest that they go a step further than Fr. Wellman, however, 
by taking the initiative to offer their services and to indicate 
their availability to students. Such a move would be another, 
small step toward opening communications and improving 
relations between the administration and the student body.

males and females come into repeated contact, and yet the seg- 
regation of the sexes is quite obvious in both cases. 

Consideration should be given to the co-ed dorm situation 
that existed in Justin Hall two years ago; to the idea of open 
house or open visitation on a regular basis; and to the idea of 
some type of party as better grounds for social introduction. Only 
if the situations that presently bring boys and girls together are 
utilized to allow acquaintances to begin will some natural devel- 
opment occur.

I maintain that what appears as a boy-gifl problem is only 
symptomatic of a deeper problem.

The DePauw Tigers invade Col- 
legeville Saturday as the Saints’ 
Homecomijig foe in the second 
week of ICC competition. - 

The Tigers will be hampered by 
the loss of number one quarter- 
back Roy Pottenger, who broke 
his leg in last Saturday’s 14-6 de- 
feat by Butler. However, Potten- 
ger’s understudy, Dave Borgmann, 
kept the Tigers breathing down 
the Bulldogs’ neck, as he com- 
pleted 17 passes in 28 attempts 
for 145 yards, while suffering 
three interceptions. 

DePauw’s attack revolves around 
running backs Dick Tewksbury 
and Doug Maple. Sophomore 
end Norman Brown provides- the 


Tigers with a top receiving threat. 
He gathered in nine passes against 
the Bulldogs for 79 yards. De- 
Pauw stresses a quick-hitting 
ground attack run off pitchoutS 
and wide sweeps. Coupled with 
Borgmann’s willingness to throw 
the ball, the Puma defense should 
have a lively afternoon trying to 
outguess the Tiger offense. 

The Tiger defense, led by tackle 
Dennis Southerland, appears to be 
balanced against the passing and 
running attack. They have shut 
out Albion (21-0) and Ohio Wes- 
leyan (7-0), but were swamped by 
Macalester (0-33) in action prior 
to last Saturday. 

In last year’s Puma-Tiger tilt, 
DePauw won 30-26 at Greencastle. 


Defender John Kotulski sparked 
SJC’s third touchdown by recover- 
ing a Crusader fumble on the 
Valpo four. Halfback Jim Mercon 
scampered in for the score on the 
following play, and the PAT was 
good. Midway through the third 
quarter, Tony Solano, defensive 
halfback, intercepted a Crusader 


pass on the Valpo 24 to set up 
Gandolph’s booming 40-yard field 
goal. 

Early in the final period, the 
Crusaders narrowed the gap to 
24-19 on scoring runs by Neil 
Palmer and Rusert. Valpo, how- 
ever, failed to convert on either of 
its two-point PAT attempts. 

Puma quarterback Sheldon Coop- 
er quickly guided the Saints to 
two more TD’s. Pullback Jerry 
Coyle picked up both scores on 
runs of one and two yards. Gan- 
dolph added his fourth and fifth 
extra points of the afternoon to 
close the scoring for the day. 

SJC’s 38 points are the most 
the Pumas have ever scored 
against a Crusader squad in the 
history of the 49-year old series. 
The victory leaves the Saints 2-1 
for the season and 1-0 in loop' 
play. It was Valpo’s first loss in 
three outings, and drops VU to 
0-1 in the ICC.

p6rDfor its first conference clash 
with Valpo. 

The Saints struck both through 
the air and ground in manhandl- 
ing the Crusaders 38-19 but the 
key was the Puma defense that 
forced eight turnovers and allow- 
ed two Valpo quarterbacks to 
throw only six completions for 46 
yards. A persistent Valpo offense 
nipped the Pumas in total offense, 
260 yards to 256, and narrowed 
the score to 24-19 midway through 
the fourth quarter. An added Pu- 
ma bonus was Dave Gandolph’s 
five extra points and a 40-yard 
field goal. 

Butler spoiled DePauw’s home- 
coming 14-6 as the Tigers lost 
senior quarterback Roy Pottenger 
for the season with a broken leg. 
Sop-homo re quarterback Dave 
Borgmann went on an aerial rara-

page that had the Bulldogs reel- 
ing until the closing seconds, but 
three interceptions, one for a 
touchdown, undid DePauw. It was 
a shaky Butler victory as the 
hosts edged the Bulldogs in total 
offense, 279-268. . 

Evansville was a 16-0 victor at 
Southeast Missouri last Saturday 
night. Quarterback Craig Black- 
ford and end Pete JRupp combined 
on scoring aerials of 26 and eight 
yards in the second half. Black- 
ford completed 17 of 24 tosses for 
224 yards; Rupp caught . eight for 
122 and Paul Gunn caught four 
for 63. Evansville defenders per- 
mitted just nine completions in 26 
SEMO attempts. 

The. Pumas host a sound De- 
Pauw team at homecoming as the 
chastened Crusaders travel to 
Evansville in a ’matchup of ICC 
1969 co-champs. The Wabash Lit- 
tle Giants (3-0); off to their best 
football start since 1963, enter 
treacherous Butler Bowl for areal 
headknocker. 

Memory of last year’s 30-26 de- 


feat and homecoming should pre- 
vent a Saint Joseph letdown and 
result in a 31-21 victory over De- 
Pauw. Valpo handed the Aces 
their only conference loss last 
year, 31-26, but Evansville should 
have the pleasure of knocking the 
Crusaders out of contention by 
beating them 31-17. 

Wabash conquered Butler last 
year at Crawfordsville 17-6. Jun- 
ior quarterback Don VanDeursejn 
has accounted for 555 yards total 
offense, 368 yards passing and 
187 yards rushing. He has a .791 
passing percentage. Terry Weston 
has been the leading receiver with 
ten receptions for 230 yards. Wa- 
bash will snatch a 27-24 victory 
from the still-developing Bulldogs.
